Attorney J. V. Billiard Made Eloquent 


Plea for a Reformatory Sent- 


ence for the Prisoner 


WAS TAKEN TO COLUMBUS MONDAY AFTERNOON 


Judge in Sentencing the Young Man Who Plead 


Guilty to Manslaughter Said That Be Had a Duty 


to Perform to the Public and Could Not 


Tenper Justice With Mercy. 


Judge C. \V. SewarJ Monday morn- 


Ing at 9:45 o'clock 
sentenced Clar- 


ence Timmons to 15 
>ears in the 


Ohio penitentiary at hard labor, but 
not in 
solitary 
confinment. 
Last 


week Timmons, who was indicted for 
first degree murder 
in 
connection 


•with the lynching of Carl Ethering- 
ton, changed his general plea of not 
guilty to one of guilty of manslaugh- 
ter, which pica was accepted by the 
court, and the indictment as far as 
first and second degree murder 
was 


nollied by Prosecutor Phi! B. Srnythe, 
"who stated in open court 
that -;ne 


state did not expect to prove 
that 


Timmons actually laid violent hands 
on Etherington, but by helping- 
to 


batter at the jail door, became guilty 
under the aider and abettcrr statute- 


Monday morning after Judge Sew- 


ard had disposed of several demur- 
rers in civil cases, he called the Tim- 
mons case an-J 1old the defendant to 
stand. 
His father and several other mem- 


bers of the family were pr#»«rtt 
to 


bear sentence passed, and there was 
a large crowd in the court room. ' 


The statutory question was put to 


him by the cour. as to whether he 
•wished to say anything why sentence 
should not be pronounced, which he 
answered in the affirmative and turn- 
ed to his counsel.

Washington, Feb. '.<•.—A truce, en- 


tered into shortly be ore 4 o'clock on 
Sunday morning, biought the long fil-

hostilities was reached following aa 
intermission of three hours devoted 
to memorial service and eulogies to 
Senator Clay of Georgia and the late 
Representative Browulow of Tennes- 
see. 
These 
service--^, occurring at 


midday of Sunday. s-'-n;ed to put the 
house combatants in u more peaceful 
frame of mind. A itcess was order- 
ed until 1<» o'clock ti.i- morning,when 
the lighting was resumed. 


When the house resumed today an 


effort was made to adopt a rule shut- 
ting off further dela\. It was bitter- 
ly foaght by a new band of filibuv.- 
c-rs, made up of former advocates ot 
the measure as it came from the sen- 
ate.

MARTIN W. LITTLEFORD ENTERS 


NEW YORK 
SENATORIAL RACE 


Xew York, Feb. 20.—Martin 
W. 


Littleton, newly elected Democratic 
representative from Theodore Roose- 
velt's home district, announced last 
night his candidacy for the I'nifed 
States senate to succeed Cbauncey M. 
Depew. and supplemented his formal 
statement with a verbal declaration 
that he will take his cause before 
the people. He will speak in Brook- 
lyn Tuesday night in Manhattan on 
Wednedsay night, and perhaps there- 
after up the state 


He made known 
his candidacy 


through a letter to Lier-tenant Gov- 
ernor Conway. Th» addition of one 
more name to the list of candidates 
already in the field caused no gre-at 
excitement among the leaders here, 
though it stirred some

The Old and the New Mother. 


LONG with new ideas in housekeeping and modes of living is there 


not coming a new mother? You see her now and then, but at 
present this new attitude of hers toward the responsibilities of 
motherhood is not always understood by the feminine part of th» 


world at large. She is apt to be criticised. But isn't she ushering in a newer 
and better motherhood? 


Two mothers in this little suburb often set me to pondering the matter. 


One is the old-fashioned mother. There are sir children, the older ones able 
now to go out In the world and earn their living, the youngest still small 
children. This mother has pinched and saved and denied for her brood, for 
the father has been able to earn only a modest salary. She has displayed- 
an executive ability and an energy thai would have brought her large re- 
turns in the business world. But she has lavished her all upon her chil- 
dren. It has brought no particular returns so far as her children are con- 
cerned. They are qnite ordinary. None are brilliant in any way. They 
have had the osnal public school education. They take all their mother does 
for them quite as a matter of course. And now that they are beginning to 
go out in the world and fend for themselves, they are looking oat largely 
for their own interests, as young people are apt to do. The mother Is get- 
ting old, she is not' as strong as she might be, for h« years of work and 
•worry have told on her health; and. of course, she has not kept In tench 
•with the intellectual progress of the world, for neither time nor energy was 
left to do it when her day's work was over. The children, of course, love 
her and respect her, as children do, but they think she is a bit old-fash- 
ioned, not quite up to date, that her opinions and advice are not always to 
be considered because she doesn't know about things. 


If the other mother had stayed in the home, her life would probably 


have been a replica of the one described. But she has gone forth in the 
•world, earned a good, fat salary every week, which, added to her hos- 
band's, makes a comfortable family income. She has put a good house- 
keeper in the home so that it Is run, not stylishly, perhaps, but well. She 
has sent the children to good schools, dressed them smartly, and they view 
life from a far better position both in the matter of a home and associates 
than do these other children. But the point to be considered most of all is 
their attitude toward their mother. They not only reverence her, for she 
has watched them carefully, mentally and morally, but they have a thor- 
ough admiration and respect for her. They not only are proud of her looks- 
one of the youngsters, who is only 11, said one day, admiringly, "There is 
come class to yon, mother," bat they know she has made a recognized place 
lor herself in the business -world, and they respect her advice and counsel. 


There is a vast difference in the methods pursued by these two mothers, 


though both are equally capable women. There is a vast difference in the 
homes and in the children. Results so far show that the new mother has 
the best of it, not only in her home and children, but also as regards her- 
self. And 1 sometimes wonder if this isn't the next stage in development, if 
there will not come a new mother, and if the old mother who has served 
her time faithfully will not become only a loving memory and an exampte 
of patient, unrecognized self-sacrifice, such as the world can nowhere else 
show. •

The speak- 
er said:— 


Many besides myself surely were as- 


tonished to read the following extract 
from the Wall Street Journal, under 
tut? eaptiou. "What America Needs":— 


"What America tn*eds more thau rail- 


way extension aud western irrigation, 
and a bigger wheat crop, aud a mer- 
chant marine, and a uew navy, is a 
revival of piety, the kind father aud 
mother used to have—piety that count- 
ed it good l)usiu»-s-5 to stop for daily 
family prayers l>efore breakfast, riaht 
In the middle of harvest: that «juit field 
work a half hour earlier Thursday 
night, so as to get the chores done and 
go to prayer-meeting. That's what we 
ueed now to wean the country of filth, 
of graft, and of greed, petty and big, 
of worship of fine houses aud big 
lands, and high office and grand social 
functions." 


This reached the eye of Bishop Can- 


tiler, whose comment is so appropriate 
that 1 cannot do better than quote it 
here:— 


"This editor is right in calling us 


back to more earnest forms of life than 
all these things involved. 
He wants 


religion in the home; he calls for lives 
of prayer: he insists that we need the 
most earnest type of religion to save 
the country from moral wreck. And 
he is right. But can we get that sort 
of religion under the spur of the mo- 
tive to which be appeals? Hardly. 


"We cannot get a revival of religion 


by serking a revival of religion. 
No- 


where in God's Word are men admon- 
ished to seek religion or to seek a re- 
vival of religion. They are always 
urged to seek God. All the revivals 
of religion which have blessed the 
•world in the history of the past have 
come when men have undertaken to 
seek God. None have ever come oth- 
erwise. We cannot deify even a revival 
of religion. God must be the supreme 
object of onr love and desire. 


"Men 
Called Preachers Have Explained 
Away the Word of God." 


"Herein is our trouble—we have lost 


God. 
Men called preachers have ex- 


plained away the Word of God. mak- 
ing it no longer a sure word of proph- 
ecy, but an antique for the critics to 
analyze and discuss. The moral law 
has been lowered. The ten command- 
ments have been reckoned as n piece 
of Mosaic plagiarism applicable to the 
moral needs of ancient nomads in the 
wilderness, but have no more tiia*i a 
qualified bearing on the life of today. 
The Sermon on the Mount has been 
treated as 'An iridescent dream.' 


"The Lordship of Jesus Christ has 


been denied, while treacherous com- 
pliments have been poured cut upon 
bis name, as that of a great teacher 
and a noble martyr. 
His teachings 


have been defied or set aside wherever 
they li;ivo stood in tbe •way of a ram- 
pant w<,rid;iaess or an insurgent ra- 
tionalism. 
The outcome of it all is 


that multiplied thousands have lost 
all knowledge of God in their souls. 
To all intents and purposes God is 
de;id to them. They take no account 
of His vrill in any of their plans and 
doings, but !ive as if there were no 
God. They nre atheists without tak- 
ing the trouble to declare formally the 
atheism which they have inwardly ac- 
cepted. 


"The people must now be called to 


seek God. He is a real, living Person, 
and He will be found of those who sin- 
cerely seek Him. But He must be 
sought as the supreme need of the 
lives of men. He must be sought for 
His own sake. He will not be found 
of men who seek Him simply to reme- 
dy a bad commercial situation, or to 
cure social and political ills. He will 
not consent to be used as a sort of 
celestial and omniscient chief-of-pollce 
to help us suppress grafting and steal- 
ing and licentiousness.
